Minister clarifies 
rec grant structure 


MLA Ernie Jamison asked 
Hon. Allan Adair, minister of 
Recreation, Parks and Wild- 
life on Tuesday morning to 
clarify for the residents of the 
Town of St. Albert the 
GRANT STRUCTURE for 
Recreation and Cultural fac- 
ilities. The following is the 
minister’s statement: 

“If for example (we are 


now in the second year of the 
program) an application 
came in with three phases. 
Say the application covered 
three separate units, these 

could be phased over more 
than one year and be covered 
by the multi-purpose grant of 
40%, provided the facilities 
were part of the master plan 
which is a requirement of 


every application for funds 
under the program. If the 
plan shows need for three 
area facilities I would con- 
sider that as a phased appli- 
cation, and the municipality 
could draw funds as required 
by the phasing. If shown 
consistent with the Master 
Plan, the units could be built

Pizza, Fried Chicken outlets 
pose problems for council 


Plans for a Boston Pizza, 
Kentucky Fried Chicken and 
retail outlet development 
near Muir Drive across from 
Highway Two seem stalled 
for the moment. 

That was the stalemate 
reached at St. Albert council 
last Monday night as two St. 
Albert residents on Muir 
Drive objected to entrance 
and exit points to the 


development at a point on 
the drive, preferring access 
only from St. Vital Avenue. 
The two town residents were 
Gerry Demers and Paul 
Poulin. 

St. Albert Mayor Dick 
Plain promised the residents 
there would be an alternate 
design check on the develop- 
ment which will cover about 
10,000 square feet alto- 


Who can vote 
on money by-law 


All residents in St. Albert 
18 years old on or before 
January 13th will be able to 
vote for or against money 
bylaw 33/75, which author- 
izes St. Albert to borrow 
$2,855,000 for the multi- 
purpose recreational cultural 
facility. 

Voters must be Canadian 
citizens or British subjects. 
They must have resided in 
the province for six con- 
secutive months before Dec- 
ember 3 last year and must 
be residents of St. Albert 


‘on Tuesday’’ January 13. 

The clarification of those 
who could vote \. the money 
bylaw was made by the 
town’s returning officer Russ 
Bowen before going to press 
last Tuesday afternoon. 

You do not have to be a 
property owner (proprietary 
elector) to vote on the money 
bylaw. 

St. Albert passed the 
bylaw defining who could 
vote on a money bylaw about 
four years ago, said the 
returning officer. 


gether. 

Another objection voiced 
by Mr. Poulin was that the 
development would increase 
traffic volumes further par- 
ticularly with the gigantic 
recreation complex slated for 
nearby. 

Taking into account both 
the traffic hassle and the 
rezoning of the development 
area from highway commer- 
cial to downtown commer- 
cial, Councillor Frank Lukay 
felt that both these problems 
would have to be solved 
before the area was rezoned. 

Once the land is rezoned 
from highway commercial to 


»downtown commercial a wi- 


der variety of businesses 
could locate in the area such 
as banking and real estate 
business. 

The residents pointed out 
that if council scrapped the 
entrance-exit point at Muir 
Drive, they could accept that 
point being fenced off and 
brightened up with trees and 
shrubbery.

How free is a 
councillor’s soul? 


Just how free is a coun- 
cillor to vote as he or she 
pleases when representing 
St. Albert council at various 
board meetings in the com- 
munity? 

Only free within the policy 
guidelines set by council it 
seemed following a discuss- 
ion of the subject at St. 
Albert town council last 
Monday night? 

The discussion was started 
when Mayor Dick Plain 
threw out the invitation to 
council to chew the matter 
over. ‘‘Has council any 
directions to give on this?” 
the Mayor asked. 

Councillor Margaret Smith 
expressed the liberal view 
that ‘each council member is 
really an individual,’’ and 
the board chairman was the 
one who brought the cut and 
dried decisions back to 
council. 

**(Council) board repre- 
sentatives should vote in 
favour of that (town) policy, 


otherwise they were free to 
speak and vote as they 
pleased,”’ chipped in Coun- 
cillor Barry Breadner. 

Councillor Gary Weisch 
felt that council representa- 
tives on boards should vote 
as council policies dictated, 
whether or not they were on 
an advisory board. 

The general upshot of the 
brief discussion was that the 
matter should be brought 
forward in line with the 
intent of council’s board 
representative bylaw. 

Also, as moved by Coun. 
Breadner, that boards be 


asked what mechanisms sh- 
ould be devized for minority 
opinions to filter through to 
council. 

Discussion also centered 
around a resolution from 
Councillor Myrna Fyfe that 
council board representa- 
tives should vote on council 
policies where directed to do” 
So, or vote according to their 
own wishes. Or, where 
council policy on a matter 
had been established, as 
Coun, Smith later added. 

Coun. Fyfe stressed that 
the matter remain open and 
apply to all representatives 
of council.

Jan. 13- “A day for 
decision making” 


On January 13 electors in 
the Town of St. Albert have 
the opportunity to vote on 
two relatively important ma- 
tters: (1) the provision of 2.9 
million dollars worth of funds 
for the construction of a 
multi-purpose _ recreational 
and cultural facility and (2) 
the annexation of lands for 
use for ‘‘greenbelt’’ and 
industrial park purposes. It is 
hoped that all of the elec- 
torate will see fit to exercise 
their franchise. Both of these 
matters should be resolved in 
a clear and decisive manner 
by the majority of the voters 
in the community. 


MULTI-PURPOSE 
RECREATION AND 
CULTURAL COMPLEX: 


A certain amount of con- 
troversy has arisen over the 
_ decision by the Parks and 
Recreation Board and the 
council to construct a multi- 
purpose complex which in- 
cludes both recreational and 
cultural facilities rather than 
a number of facilities such as 
a pool, arena, hahdball 
courts, arts and crafts centre, 
etc. scattered throughout the 
town. In the last Mayor’s 
column it was pointed out 
that St. Albert taxpayers 
stand to lose a substantial 
amount (hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars) in terms of 
the percentage of provincial 
financial support which is 
granted to multi-purpose 
recreational and cultural 
facilities vis-a-vis single pur- 
pose recreational projects. 
One additional point which 
has not been stressed is that 
the operating costs of a 
number of scattered major 
indoor facilities can turn out 
to be totally prohibitive in 
terms of the financial burden 
that the staffing, mainten- 
ance, etc. of a number of 
facilities would place on our 
municipal budget. 

It is useful to reproduce 
the comments made by G. R. 
Shelley and Associates Ltd. 
(Parks, Recreation and Tour- 
ism Consultants) the 
recreational consultants who 
prepared a Parks and Re- 
creation Master Plan for the 
Town of St. Albert. 


The separation of major 
indoor facilities such as 
swimming pools, arenas, 
curling rinks, cultural art 
entres, program centres, 
elc., represents poor econ- 
omy. a reduction in. the 
service potential (number of 


users), and inefficient plan- 
ning. 


Ideally major indoor recrea- 
tion facilities should be 
located and designed to 
serve district and/or com- 
munity-wide needs. Since 
district and community-wide 
usage is predominantly via 
automobile or other motor- 
ized transportation, there is 
not any necessity to dis- 
tribute such facilities in ran- 
dom locations throughout the 
town. The separation of 
major facilities acts to reduce 
or eliminate the possibility of 
accommodating family par- 
ticipation in varied activities 
or programs in the same 
physical location. In addi- 
tion, development costs are 
much higher, more operating 
and maintenance staff are 
required, and multi-use and 
year-round use potential is 
depreciated. 


Normally, a single indoor 
recreation complex will be 
adequate to serve the needs 
of an urban population of 15 
thousand residents. When 
this population level is ex- 
ceeded, geography (distan- 
ce) and usage levels usually 
create a demand for a second 
major indoor complex. Un- 
less there is inadequate 
centralized space in which to 
site district indoor recreation 
complexes, it is not re- 
commended that facilities be 
constructed in disperse loca- 
tions.”’ 


It is submitted that on 
January 13 residents should 
vote for.or against the project 
depending on whether or not 
they are in favour of com- 
munity provision of major 
indoor recreational and cul- 
tural facilities. If St. Albert 
had two or three commun- 
ities with 15,000 people or 
more in each area it would be 
useful to consider major 
indoor facilities in three 
district areas. This is not the 
case. The proposed complex 
provides the maximum usage 
of facilities which meet the 
highest recreational and cul- 
tural priorities of the major- 
ity of our 21,000 citizens at 
the least possible cost. It is 
located in an area which 
provides reasonable access 
for pedestrians, automobiles 
or the town’s buses.

Seniors to have information center 


A provincial senior citizens 
division has been established 
to act as a central informa- 
tion centre for older people 
throughout Alberta, social 
services and Health 
Minister Helen Hunley ann- 
ounced recently.

Representatives of the

Councillor Rod Throndson 
was in favour of the develop- 
ment opposite the Father Jan 
School but he was wary of the 
encroachment on the river. 

This anxiety was echoed 
by Councillor Barry Breadner 
who said that he was sympa- 
thetic to the needs of the 
seniors, but the lodge on that 
site might endanger the 
green strip policy set for the 
river banks.

Annexation - St. Albert 


Must we, the community of St. Albert, annex more land. We 
pose this question of our fellow neighbours, our councillors, 
mayor and MLA. 


Must we fungate like a malignant growth? Will continued 
annexation and expansion improve the quality of life? Is 
continued growth necessary for our survival? 


Can not our planners project a community of reasonable size 
in which the essential ammenities of life are planned and 
exist in an organized fashion? Or do we continue to 
proliferate our boundaries at such a rate that again our 
essential services are taxed to the point of rationing. 


We are now witnessing gluttoned highways, congested 
shopping districts, with overflowing classrooms and 
recreational facilities. Housing developments are packed so 
closely that adequate parking and snow removal is 
impossible. 


What megalomania grips the heart of each politician once he 
reaches office? Does bigness mean power or does he 
become fed by the speculators who rape our land? 


Who reaps the profit of a megapolis? It has never been the 
people who live there. History is abundant with 
communities too large to govern themselves adequately and 
to provide a decent quality of life. Please stop this senseless 
mania expanding and forever burdening this community 
with an irrepairable mess for which we shall have to pay 
forever. 


What is wrong with a community of 25,000 to 30,000 people 
for example? Can we not have all the amenities in that 
community? Can we not stop there? 


If further expansion is necessary, planning can be initiated 
to establish another community in another aréa removed by 
an adequate greenbelt or by distance, if necessary. 


Where do we stop? Can we not say no to further annexation 
and expansion. Can we not stop so that this community can 
catch up and grow as a community of sensible people or 
have we gone too far down the road of MEGALOMANIA? 


Recreation - Cultural Complex 
Several years ago the provincial government decided to 
dedicate provincial funds to municipalities on a per capita 


basis towards recreational and cultural facilities. 


St. Albert Town Council jumped on the bandwagon hoping: 


to extract as much money towards this vehicle as possible. 
Many meetings were held. Extensive studies and 
consultants were commissioned and council decided to place 
a sophisticated multi-purpose Recreation-Cultural facility on 
a site known as the Rodeo Grounds, which is owned by the 
Oblate Religious Community. 


Architects and engineers were commissioned to initiate 
working plans for this facility. 


To date we have a site which has been allocated. Extensive 
working plans and drawings have been commissioned. 
Feasibility studies and surveys with large sums of taxpayers 
money are now dedicated. 


Now we find that due to time delay and inflation this 
so-called ‘‘gift’’ from the provincial government has 
mushroomed into a tax commitment to this community 
taxpayer of close to three million dollars. 


Now, according to council, this is not very much. It is going 
to cost each taxpayer $40.00 to $50.00 per year to be 
privileged to say we have a recreational-cultural complex in 
St. Albert. 


What it does not say is how much use will this facility offer 
to a large cross section of our user community. 
Furthermore, how much will this sophisticated facility cost 
to maintain from the standpoint of utilities, annual 
maintenance and repairs and around the clock supervision, 
staffing and administration? 


The happy picture does not end there. Children and 
participants must be driven or bused to this complex. A user 
fee must be established otherwise we will be looking at 
another additional cost to each household as tax, probably in 
the area of $150.00 per household per year as a conservative 
estimate. 


It seems that we could have a beautiful complex as a_ 


community facility which will cost every ratepayer an annual 
tax in the area of $200.00 per year ($40.00-$50.00 for 
construction cost ammortization, $150.00 for maintenance, 
upkeep, staffing, administration). 


One wonders if this complex has not lost all perspective. 
Now we have members of council and administration staff 
spending hundreds of man hours preparing propaganda to 
make sure that the package is appealing to the public. 
Furthermore advertising, time and meeting space is to be 
bought to stuff this propaganda down our throats. ~ 


Give us the facts: the good and the bad; let’s hold a 
plebiscite and vote on the issue, and place this issue in its 
proper place.

| agree with those who say 
ihe proposed site is an 
extremely poor one, because 
of the traffic problems. I also 
agree with all those who say 
the pool facilities should 
have been attached to Paul 
Kane High, and jointly used 
by all schools and the public. 

However, after many 
hours of serious and hope- 
fully wise deliberation, our 


elected representatives (I 
might mention here / that 
most of them are your elec- 
ted representatives - not 
mine!) decided on one 
central complex. I have 
personally decided to go 
along with that decision, for 
as I said earlier, I see no 
alternatives. 

I do not consider neigh- 
bourhood shells any alterna- 
tive whatsoever, and I say 
this most emphatically. 1 
have been to various shells in 
Edmonton, during both su- 
mmer and winter, and the 
only time conditions are 
better inside them is when its 
either raining or snowing 
outside. It is always much 
colder in the shell than out- 
side, except for the wind 
factor, and I consider their 
cost a waste of money. I am 
also surprised to find that our 
town has suddenly grown to 
such a huge size, that various 
neighbourhoods would find it 
extremely difficult to strug- 
gle on down to a central 
facility, no matter where it 


was located. Come on now! 
Who is kidding who? 

Mr. Paul Garrick contends 
in his letter to the Gazette, 
December 22, 1975, that 
should the proposed complex 
be built, the community 
could not afford any other 
facilities for approximately 
10 years. I contend that if the 
complex were built, we 
wouldn't need any more 
facilities for 10 years, and 


then the town might be of 
sufficient size to warrant a

THE RECREATION - CULTURE COMPLEX 


The major concern which has emerged about the 

six million dollar Recreation-Culture Complex is un- 
doubtedly cost. Construction costs, architect and consultant 
costs, high interest costs of borrowing $2.85 million dollars 
over 25 years, annual operating and administration costs, 
bridge, pedestrian overpass and access road costs, 
insurance costs, plus user fee costs - these have caused a 
number of residents to wonder if St. Albert can afford the 
proposed complex. The uncertain economic climate in 
Canada as the country enters a period of unprecedented 
controls adds to the uneasiness. 


Following the petition forcing a plebiscite, alternatives to 
the proposal have been receiving considerable attention, in 
particular smaller neighbourhood facilities on sites of the 
two school boards. Both school boards recommended 
consideration of this approach when public input was invited 
last spring. The District 6 submission noted that Paul Kane 
High was designed for an indoor swimming pool addition 
which would serve 3,800 students without busing cost. 
Possibly a second arena could be considered at St. Albert 
High to serve as an indoor field house in summer. 
Investigation might reveal that such a facility could be 
incorporated as an addition to the school with gym 
enlargement part of the project. Racquet sports courts were 
proposed by the school boards as suitable for school 
locations also. New schools now being planned might be 
designed to accommodate arts and crafts centres with 

access and locked off from the schools proper. 
Some residents have made known their views that the 
greatest possible use should be made of public school 

and land seven days a week the year around. 


A further alternative worth investigation is’ that of phasing 
in needed facilities over the nine years remaining in the 
program under a program in keeping with the master plan. 


It is unfortunate that a decision was made and an architect 
consulted on a multi-purpose central complex in January 
[two months before the government regulations were 
announced] and that alternatives have not been discussed 
until now. 


The choice is not the proposed complex or no facilities. The 
choice is whether the complex is beyond our means and 
whether neighbourhood facilities could be phased in more 


- advantageously for the community, with support from our 


service clubs as is the intent of the government program. 


Either way the provincial government will contribute 40%, 
as confirmed again yesterday by the Minister. 


PROPOSED ANNEXATION 


St. Albert residents are being asked to vote on a proposed 
annexation of over nine sections of land to the east of town 
without any concrete facts and on the basis of some ‘‘red 
herring” pronouncements about maintaining the town’s 
identity. The annexation cannot assure maintaining St. 
Albert’s identity separate from Edmonton. Once serviced 
and developed the industrial park would draw both the city 
and the town toward it. 


Physical separation from Edmonton and restraining the 
growth of the town are the most important factors in 
maintaining the town’s identity. 


In considering the annexation proposal two facts must be 
born in mind - that the nine plus sections must be 
completely serviced before any industry can be attracted 
and the costs will be enormous, and second, Edmonton is 
presently offering completely serviced areas for ‘clean’ 
industry at lower cost than St. Albert could and yet has not 
been able to attract industry to fill it. Bonaventure Park - 
half full after eight years is an example and there are many 
others. It will be many long years down the road before 
those nine sections will contribute a cent over servicing 
costs to the town coffers, 


Government policy is to decentralize industry from 
Edmonton and Calgary areas and there is growing pressure 
on the Province to preserve good arable land as evidenced at 
the November policy conference. The land proposed for this 
annexation is excellent land, 


There is a definite need to redress the inbalance of St. 
Albert’s residential and commercial/industrial assessment. 
At a recent meeting in St. Albert the Minister of Municipal 
Affairs told those in attendance that the Municipal Finance 
Council is presently working on a formula under which all 
municipalities will share in Alberta’s industrial tax revenue. 


The annexation plebiscite is both ill advised and premature 
on January 13th.

backing of Rec. Board 


In light of the present 
controversy and forthcoming 
plebiscite concerning the 
proposed recreation complex 
in St. Albert, the St. Aibert 
Parks and Recreation Board 
wishes to clarify its position 
in relation to the proposal. 

During the period of app- 
roximately one year of 
serious discussion on recrea- 
tional facilities the Board has 
come to support the concept 
of a multi-purpose complex 
as being the primary need in 
St. Albert. After much 
discussion at Board meet- 
ings, public meetings and in 
conversations with many 
interested individuals and 
professionals in the com- 
munity and elsewhere, the 
Board is of the opinion that 
this type of facility will best 
serve the needs of the town 
for many years to come. 

During 1975, the Parks 
and Recreation Board, in 
co-operation with the town, 
held three public meetings at 
which time special interest 
groups, service clubs and 
individuals were provided an 
opportunity to offer sugg- 
estions on recreation’ facili- 
ties for the town. 

The meetings were publi- 
cized in a variety of ways 
which included the local 
newspaper, Edmonton radio 
stations, the St. Albert cable 
outlet on cable 11 and written 
notices to organizations. 

Although there were many 
worthwhile suggestions br- 
ought forth at these meet- 
ings, they could not all be 
implemented, primarily for 
economic reasons. However, 
many ideas suggested at the 
public meetings were in- 
cluded in the present pro- 
posal when considered to be 
an improvement and econo- 
mically feasible. 

We realize that some 
groups and/or individuals 
may have left the public 
meetings with a feeling of 
frustration, thinking that the 
offer of public input was 
merely tokenism and at times 
members of the Parks and 
Recreation Board had similar 
feelings. 

However, in looking back 
over the original plans and 
comparing them with the 
proposed present plans we 
are aware of the many 
changes that have been in- 
corporated through public 
input. kecognizing that the 
proposed complex is a com- 
promise and that any alter- 
natives would also be a 
compromise, we feel that this 
is the best compromise to 
provide for the needs of St. 
Albert. 

During the recent circula- 
tion of the money bylaw 
petition in the community, 
reference was frequently 
made to the Shelley Report 
and its suggested policies for 
the planning of future 
recreation and cultural facil- 


ities in our town. Unfor- 
tunately, what happened was 
that portions of the con- 
sultant’s report of 1974 were 
taken out of context and this 
gave a different inference 
than if the report was studied 
in total. 

The report does indicate 
that district facilities in the 
three population areas (La- 
combe Park, Sturgeon-Forest 
Lawn, Grandin) of the com- 
munity should be priority, 
but this is to take place when 
each of these areas app- 
roaches a population of 
15,000 and that in the mean- 
time we should be concerned 
with a facility to serve the 
community as a whole. 

As any or all of the 
population area mentioned 
approach the 15,000 mark, 
then we will need to be 
concerned with providing 
major facilities on an area 
basis. 

Although the Board is 
concerned about the cost of 
the proposed complex and is 
aware that some citizens feel 
that we cannot afford such an 
expensive facility, it is our 
feeling that the community is 
sadly lacking in the recrea- 
tional and cultural facility 
areas that are being pro- 
posed and that we cannot 
afford to further delay the 
construction of these re- 
quisites. 

Naturally, if we wish to 
have improved facilities in 
the community then we are 
going to have to pay for 
them. We are convinced that 
the multi-use family recrea- 
tion complex will prove itself 
to be best value for the 
money of the citizens of St. 
Albert. 

It is our understanding 
that if the present proposal 
goes ahead, it will be ready 
for use in the latter part of 
1977. If the present proposal 
is rejected and planning has 
to be initiated from the 
beginning, then, from the 
experience of the past year, 
it is apparent that the utiliza- 
tion of the resulting facilities 
would not be possible until 
the latter part of 1978 - three 
long years from now. 

To conclude, the Parks and 
Recreation Board feels it 
imperative that additional 
recreational facilities be pro- 
vided for the citizens of the 
community at the earliest 
possible time. We feel that 
the proposed multiple use, 
family recreational and cul- 
tural centre is the best 
answer to this shortage of 
facilities in St. Albert. We 
therefore support the present 
proposal and urge all citizens 
in the community to offer 
similar support by voting in 
favour of the money bylaw.

Comments on 
rec complex 


1 would like to clarify some 
points and make some 
comments which arise from 
the recent letters of Messrs. 


Bourbonnais and Garrick, 
petition organizers on the 
Recreation Complex Bylaw. 

May I say I respect Mr. 


Garrick’s concern of the 
financial impact on the tax- 
payer. The most recent esti- 
mate of an average $45 per 
household per year (reduced 
by the prededication of the 
site) in my opinion will not 
place an excessive load on 
the taxpayer, while going a 
long way toward solving our 
deficit in recreational fac- 
ilities. The proposed complex 
would provide reasonable 
and balanced facilities for a 
variety of recreational and 
cultural activities of both a 
participating and spectator 
nature. 

Surely Mr. Garrick can’t 
really mean the time spent in 
planning the complex ‘‘is of 
no particular concern.’’ The 
concept presented for your 
consideration is the result of 
time, effort, and money 
spent on your behalf, not just 
by the town, but by the 
citizen Parks and Recreation 
Board, and many interested 
user groups and individual 
users, who attended the 
public meetings and made 
verbal and written comments 
used in trying to get together 
a facility which is ‘‘right for 
the community.” 

May I also say I did not use 
the unmannerly phrase. ‘‘Put 
up or shut up,’’ when 
referring to the petition or- 
ganizers in my report to 
council. The phrase is ano- 
ther example of journalistic 
license. I did issue a chall- 
enge to the petition or- 
ganizers to publish as soon 


as possible the multi-com- 
plex concept they indicated 
had been used while solicit- 
ing signatures for their 
petition. 

With regard to the peti- 
tioners concept, Mr. Bour- 
bonnais indicates a ‘‘dis- 
covery’’ of complexes with 
similar facilities to the pro- 
posed complex at one-third 
the cost. From this he 
concludes we could have 
three complexes for six 
million dollars. One should 
note no mention is made of 
operating costs, or the type 
of provincial capital grants 
for which such facilities 
would qualify. He goes on to 
say the ‘‘real facts of re- 
creation will be put in the 
Gazette or a brochure.”’ 

If I interpret the letters in 
the Gazette correctly, you are 
about to receive the peti- 
tioners’ concept at literally 
the last minute. This leaves 
the impression you are view- 
ing a viable alternative, but 
gives no time for proper 
analysis of facility pro- 
gramming, operating cost, or 
provincial grant support. 

l urge you to consider the 
proposal presented for the 
plebiscite and weigh its pros 
and cons in making your 
decision. Beware of last 
minute alternatives which 
may not prove so viable when 
subjected to serious public 
scrutiny.

Concerning 
rec centre 


There has been a lot of 
discussion on the centre. It 
seems to us that most 
viewpoints have been ex- 
tremely negative. 

Do the people not realize a 
lot of time, effort, money and 
thought have gone into the 
present proposal? People did 
have a chance for input. 
There were three public 
meetings where people were 
allowed to make presenta- 
tions and discuss changes - 
the first of things taking 
place last February and the 
last in September. The input 
was considered and changes 
made at that time. 

Many people have sugg- 
ested that the recreation 
centre be decentralized. Th- 
ese people cannot be think- 
ing of all the other facilities 
the proposed centre offers 
other than rinks or pools. 
There are also arts and crafts 
rooms, an auditorium, saun- 
as, weight-lifting and jogg- 
ing facilities, racquet courts 
and a theatre. The people - 
adults, teen-agers and child- 
ren would use and need all of 
these facilities. We must 
forget our own biasis and 
consider other peoples re- 
creational priorities as well. 

The location - no site will 
be suitable to everyone as in 
St. Albert somebody has to 
cross the highway. Even if 
there were 10 smaller centres 
we would still have to take 
our children or have them 
ride bikes. 

The land of the present 
proposal was given to us on 
the condition that the re- 
creation centre was built on 
it. If the centre is not built 

‘ve land is not ours. Where 
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would we get the land again 
especially with spiralling 
land costs? 

St. Albert has a very high 
percentage of children in its 
population. As they grow 
they require facilities to learn 
to use their leisure time in a 
constructive manner. At pre- 
sent there is very little for 
them on a non-organized 
basis - for teen-agers in 
particular. It is not just the 
children who will benefit 
from these facilities - adults 
also require the availability 
of a pool, crafts rooms, 
racquet ball courts, saunas, 
jogging and weight-lifting, 
theatre and an auditorium. 

These facilities are expen- 
sive but where else could you 
have so much for such a 
small cost per family per 
year? Already, from various 
delays the complex will cost 
about $500,000 more than 
the original estimate. Every 
month construction is de- 
layed costs escalate and 
facilities for the same dollar 
decrease. 

We have an elected council 
to run the business of our 
town. We also know the town 
needs facilities. When the 
council decides to give us 
facilities let us give them our 
support. It is ridiculous and 
expensive to go to plebiscite 
every time some of us 
question the decisions of 
elected representatives. 

Please give these con- 
siderations serious thought 
before you cast your vote on 
January 13th,

Supporters speak for Complex 


Group favours 
rec complex 


We, the undersigned me- 
mbers of the St. Albert 
Tennis Club executive would 
like to go on record as 
supporting the present pro- 
posal for a recreation com- 
plex. There will be nothing in 
the complex directly related 
to tennis (although the 
racquet ball courts will no 
doubt ‘be of interest to 
anyone who has tried any 
racquet sport) but we feel 
that this facility is badly 
needed by the town and 
worthy of support. 

Those persons who organ- 
ized the petition seemed to 
have three main arguments 
against the present proposal: 
cost, location and decen- 
tralization and we would like 
to discuss each of these now. 

1) Decentralization (or 
‘‘neighbourhood’’ facilities). 

Perhaps there has not 
been enough emphasis given 
to the fact that the govern- 
ment grant decreases auto- 
matically from 40% (or a 
possible 50%) to a maximum 
of 30% when the facilities 
are split up and become 
single purpose - with the 
difference being made up by 
the St. Albert taxpayers. The 
availability of land for these 
‘‘neighbourhood’’ facilities 
is another factor to consider - 
and the costs of acquiring 
such land. Contrast this with 
the present site which the 
Oblates are willing to donate 
to the town for $1 per year for 
the recreation complex. 

2) Location. Like many 
people we supported the 
location of the complex near 
Paul Kane school and were 
disappointed when council 
decided on the Rodeo groun- 
ds site. We feel it would be 
unfortunate however if peo- 
ple vote against the MONEY 
bylaw because they are un- 
happy about the location 
since it is not possible for the 
total complex to be located 
on the Fountain Park (Paul 
Kane-Lorne Akins) site with- 
out S.D. #6 approval. The 


S.D. #6 proposal was that the 
pool and racquet courts be 
attached to Paul Kane school 
but the board have never 
discussed the possibility of 
the total complex being 
located on school property. 
Would they be in favour? To 
the best of our knowledge 
there are no other possible 
locations for the total comp- 
lex in the town (near resi- 
dences - and owned by the 
town or school districts) than 
the two mentioned. 

3) Cost. The town’s re- 
creational needs are increas- 
ing all the time as our 
population increases (for ex- 
ample - recreation studies 
point out that we should have 
had a covered swimming 
pool when the town was half 
its present population). Con- 
struction costs are contin- 
ually increasing - thus delay 
COSTS money. We feel that 
to defeat this money bylaw 
on the complex will greatly 
delay the construction of 
ANY recreation facility and 
the possibility exists that we 
will end up with NOTHING 
in the ensuing squabble. . 

The complex as proposed 
would be one of the few 
places in the town where 
teens could meet in a healthy 
environment - either par- 
ticipating in or watching the 
many facets of recreation in 
the complex. Families with 
diverse recreational interests 
could all indulge in these at 
the one location. 

We would ask all citizens | 
to acquaint themselves with 
all the available information 
regarding the recreation 
proposal in order to make an 
intelligent decision based on 
facts rather than speculation 
on what alternative proposals 
MAY cost or include.

Those against Complex have theirsay 


2.85 million becomes 
6.68 million with interest 


As a relatively new resi- 
dent of St. Albert, I have 
watched the mayor and 
council over the past eight 
months, with a mixture of 
humour and disbelief, as 
they attempt to conduct the 
town’s business. 

While I have a few 
mundane concerns such as 
adequate water supply, snow 
removal and development of 
a modest industrial tax base, 
the issue of the Recreation 
Complex seems to be one of 
major concern to both the 
council and the taxpayers. 
Clearly the proposal to build 
a $5.3 million rec-plex which 
includes two pools cannot be 
considered at one’s leisure, 
given that I sometimes have 
difficulty in having sufficient 
water to use my household 
facilities. 

Although I may not have 
been a resident of the town 
for the 18 month period of 
discussion on the rec-plex, 
and may lack the sophisti- 
cation some municipal lead- 
ers believe necessary to 
comment on town issues, one 
thing I do know for sure is 
that I will pay for the rec-plex 
in my taxes for the next 25 
years. From the information 
which I have, I am led to 
believe that the $2.855 
million the town proposes to 
borrow will be paid off at the 
rate of $267,452.91 per year 
for each of the next 25 years. 
Suddenly that $2.855 million 
becomes $6,686,322.75, a 
230% actual increase in 
estimated costs. 

The facilities which the 
proposed complex will con- 
tain are reasonably well 
known, I think, as is the fact 
that the cost figures are only 
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viously. If, on the other 
hand, the estimates are high, 
given the degree of councils 
involvement in the plan, then 
the council is being less than 
candid with the community. 

Few would doubt the need 
for recreational facilities in 
St. Albert. But, before 
deciding to build any facil- 
ities, it would be useful to 
know the total projected five 
year budget for capital 
projects of the town. Since 
we are growing fast, addi- 
tional capital facilities will be 
necessary, such as schools, 
municipal offices, sewer and 
water facilities (which are 
adequate one hopes). Not all 
of these may be within the 
scope of the council, but a 
large portion will have to be 
paid for by resident tax- 
payers. It would be nice, 
therefore, to have an esti- 
mate of such proposed costs, 
before deciding on any re- 
creational facilities of this 
magnitude. 

As for the present pro- 
posed facility, I have several 
key concerns which make it 
dubious in my mind. 

First, some facilities (ex- 
ercise room, meeting rooms) 
represent a duplication of 
existing facilities, which we- 
"re already paying for and 
aren’t fully utilizing, namely, 
schools, With the co-opera- 


open in the late afternoon, 
evenings and weekends for 
community use? 

Second, utilization cost. 
Money costs on a 24 hour 
basis, but the present design 
of the centre permits analysis 
to indicate that some facili- 
ties, particularly the swim- 
ming pools could be less than 
well utilized as much as 57% 
of the time. While total 
capital cost is important 
particularly on our tax bill, 
utilization cost of each user is 
the key factor. If the facilities 
are so designed and located 
as to be almost empty during 
the daytime five days a week, 
then the facility is not 
economically sound. 

Third, convenience. While 
there are questions about the 
location in terms of vehicular 
traffic, real concerns exist 
about the safety of access for 
children. Also, since most 
school age children are in 
school 10 months of the year, 
and most adults have day 
time jobs, is one facility in 
the core area practical for 
mothers to have to bundle up 
pre-school age children to go 
to during the day, since these 
are people who can readily 
utilize the proposed complex 
during the daytime? Fur- 
thermore, would not de- 
centralized facilities be more 
convenient to most families? 
Would not mothers be 
happier if the facilities were 
closer to their homes and 
away from the Trail? De- 
centralized facilities might 
cost more in total than one 
central facility, but the user 
utilization costs could be 
considerably lower if they 
were properly located, on 
school properties. 


and after school. No busing 
or other new traffic or safety 
difficulties are posed. Sec- 
ond, cost. While probably 
costing more in aggregate, 
utilization costs on a unit 
basis could be lower and 
construction of facilities 
could be phased over several 
years, paid for relatively 
from current revenues, av- 
oiding heavy interest costs. 
Third, convenience. Schools 
are already spread through- 
out the community, with 
parking facilities available 
for evening and weekend 
use. Fourth, putting tax- 
payers money to work more 
effectively by enhancing 
existing ‘‘paid for’’ facilities 
and extending their use 
while avoiding costly dupli- 
cation of building services 
such as heating units, water 
and sewage connections. 
Fifth, incremental operating 
costs of decentralized facil- 
ities could be lower. Cer- 
tainly the projected deficit of 
the proposed complex is 
questionable since it appears 
to result from significant 
revenues which are antici- 
pated from the rental of 
facilities. Without this rent, 
paid for by the users, likely 
town residents and taxpayers 
too, the projected operating 
deficit exceeds $500,000 per 
annum. Aside from the 


The average $48.00 esti- 
mated increase in property 
taxes could be considerably 
higher. Decentralized facil- 
ities atfached to existing 
buildings with existing ser- 
vices could result in lowering 
operating costs on a unit 
basis. 

In sum, as a taxpayer, | 
believe there are enough 
significant questions about 
the proposed rec-plex to 
require defeat of the present 


money bylaw, with the 
request to council to provide 
the community with some 
alternatives. As a taxpayer | 
would like to have some 
choice in how the community 
develops, not merely provide

Since dis- 
trict and community-wide 
usage is predominantly via 
automobile or other motor-

ized transportation, there is 
not any necessity to dis- 
tribute such facilities in ran- 
dom locations throughout the 
town. The separation of 
major facilities acts to reduce 
or eliminate the possibility of 
accommodating family part- 
icipation in varied activities 
or programs in the same 
physical location, In addi- 
tion, development costs are 
much higher, more operating 
and maintenance staff are 
required, and multi-use and 
year-round use potential is 
depreciated. 

Normally, a single indoor 
recreation complex will be 
adequate to serve the needs 
of an urban population of 15 
thousand residents. When 
this population level is ex- 
ceeded, geography (distan- 


ce) and usage levels usually 
create a demand for a second 
major indoor complex. Un- 
less there is inadequate 
centralized space in which to 
site district indoor recreation 
complexes, it is not re- 
commended that facilities 
be constructed in disperse 
locations. 

In conclusion, as a con- 
cerned citizen afraid of us 
losing a much needed facil- 
ity, I felt it should be pointed 
out that this proposed com- 
plex did not originate with 
our present town council but 
was recommended by the 
consultant’s engaged to st- 
udy our recreation require- 
ments by the previous 
council,

Agriculture Canada this 
spring licensed two new crop 
varieties — one rapeseed and 
one flax. 

A temporary three-year 
licence has been given to a 
high-erucic acid rapeseed 
named R-500. Developed at 
the Saskatoon, Sask., Re- 
search Station, R-500 will 
meet industrial demand for a 
high-yielding crop with more 
than 50 per cent erucic acid. 

High erucic acid oil is 
needed for specialized, non- 
edible uses such as lubricants 
and as a raw material for the 
plastics and fine chemicals 
industries. 

R-500 is a turnip rape 
variety with a greater percent- 
age of oil and protein than in 
any other rapeseed. The yield 
of oil and protein an acre is 
greater than that of any other 
variety, even though the seed 
yield may be four to eight per 
cent below that of low erucic 
turnip rape varieties. 

However, R-500 is also 
more susceptible to most 
rapeseed diseases, and there- 
fore is best suited to the 
southern portion of the rape- 
seed growing areas.

Dufferin is similar to Red- 
wood 65 in maturity and 
vield, but is more resistant to 
rust and Fusarium wilt. Its oil 
content is slightly higher than 
Redwood 65 and its iodine 
vaJue and protein content is 
slightly lower. 


Dufferin seed is available 
to select seed growers this 
spring. Its distribution is 
being handled by the seed 
section of the Regina station.
